Coleman To Welcome “On To

For An Hour Next Wednesday 

Board Of Trade To Provide Light Lunch To The 
Caravan’s Personnel; Several pictures To Be 
Taken; Pipe Band To Greet Them On Outskirts.

The “On To Nelson Caravan” 
designed to attract western 
Canada wide attention to the 
need of linking the four western 
provinces via a Southern Trans- 
Canada highway of paved con¬ 
struction and standard width 
will stop over in Coleman next 
Wednesday for an hour. It is 
expected that it will arrive here 
between 2 and 3 p.m. 

It is not definitely known just 
how many cars will be in the 
caravan but the Coleman Board 
of Trade anticipates one hun¬ 
dred or more boosters for the 
highway will be present. The 
caravan will start at Brandon, 
Man. and will gather strength 
enroute as more and more cars 
join, thus giving more and more 
emphasis to attract Ottawa’s 
attention to the importance of 
such a highway. 

It is tentively planned by the 
Board of Trade to meet the 
caravan at the eastern outskirts 
of town, possibly at the new 
Municipal hospital, welcoming 
them to Coleman with the skirl 
of the bagpipes and a gayly de¬ 
corated float which will bear 
the name of the Board of Trade 
and large welcome banners. 

Since they will be here for 
approximately an hour a buffet 
lunch will be served, possibly 
at the sports grounds where an 
unhampered view of the mag-

If Coleman does not top all 
Alberta towns of its size in the 
recent national Cancer cam¬ 
paign it will definitely be very 
close to the top.

The Radio Car from Calgary 
visited town last week on the 
invitation of the town council 
and made a thorough test of all 
areas from which the most com¬ 
plaints had originated. 

The car cruised from West 
Coleman up to the Flats and a 
number of homes were visited 
and radios checked for recep¬ 
tion. One home checked was 
that of Mr. Peter Zatko who 
operates a few electric motors. 
Two nearby radios were turned 
on and the motors turned on. 
The test proved that the motors 
are not causing interference as 
no disturbance was recorded on 
the radios. 

While the two inspectors will 
submit their report to the town 
council they stated to Town 
Foreman Joe Malanchuk, Con¬ 
stable Wm. Antle and Mr. A. R. 
Montalbetti that the interfer¬ 
ence which caused the recent 
outcry among the townspeople 


against radio interferences 
come in the main from home 
electrical appliances. 

They advised all householders 
with electrical appliances to 
turn them on along with their 
radio. Should the appliance in¬ 
terfere with reception it most 
definitely is going to interfere 
with reception on their neigh¬ 
bors’ radios. He advised that all 
appliances causing interference 
should be equipped with con¬ 
densers, costing 95c, $1.60 and 
$2.10 at any of the electrical 
stores and this would radically 
reduce interference.' 

They also advised radio own¬ 
ers to have good outside aerials. 
The built-in aerials are less 
powerful than out-side aerials 
and as a result less power is 
used on the machines which in 
turn pick up less interference 
since the power is not turned on 
full.

Help In Case Of Accident 

ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION: Prone Method. 

Some injuries such as electric shock, drowning, gas poisoning, choking interfere with breathing 
and may cause asphyxiation, unless normal breathing is promptly restored. Artificial respiration should 
be restored to bring this about, but remember, SEND FOR A DOCTOR IMMEDIATELY. 

Lay the patient prone, (face down), the head “downhill”, if possible, with one arm extended di¬ 
rectly overhead, and the other arm bent at the elbow to form a resting place for the head so that nose and 
mouth are free for breathing. 

Kneel, straddling the patient’s thighs, with palms of the hands on the small of the back, and 
fingers resting on the ribs, the little finger just touching the lowest rib, and the fingers extended 
straight down. 

With arms held straight swing forward slowly bringing the weight of the body gradually upon the 
patient, so that the shoulder in this position is directly over the heel of the hand at the end of the forward 
swing. Do not bend elbows. Then immediately swing backward so as to remove the pressure completely. 
After two seconds, repeat the pressure and release, the complete swing forward and backward to take 
four or five seconds, or 12 to 15 times a minute. Continue without interruption until the patient breathes 
naturally. 

Patients have been revived after as long as four hours or more by this method. Keep up the arti¬ 
ficial respiration and do not allow patient, even if he starts to breathe naturally, to stand or sit up. Keep 
patient warm and if doctor has not arrived by the time patient has revived, give light stimullants, 1 
tea-spoon of aromatic spirits of ammonia in a small glass of water or hot drink of coffee or tea. Watch 
patient to see that normal breathing continues, and if natural breathing stops, begin artificial respira¬ 
tion again. If necessary, to change operator, the change should be made without losing the rhythm of 
respiration.

Canada's Pickled Horsemeat 
Rare Delicacy In Europe

The object was on display at a recent meeting of the Horse Co-Opera¬ 
tive Marketing Association in Swift Current, Sask. It looked for all the 
world like a bologna used to, before the new look and streamlining caught 
up with the humble sausage family. 

As the long morning session of the annual meeting dragged on, dele¬ 
gates who had breakfasted early began to eye the bologna-like exhibit with 
a hungry eye. In order to prevent an onslaught with jack knives, the chair¬ 
man explained that the “thing” simply wasn’t edible in its present form. 

Rare Delicacy 

It was a roll of pickled horsemeat, destined eventually for Belgium or 
Holland, in which countries it is considered a rare delicacy. Some extra 
spicing and plenty of cooking would be necessary before it could be eaten, 
but the chairman assured delegates it was a tasty morsel after it was 
properly prepared. 

The co-op, originally set up to rid the prairies of surplus horses which 
were eating up range grass, and depriving other more profitable types of 
livestock of a decent living, reported that 115,000 unwanted horses had | 
been canned, pickled and otherwise disposed of. 


Canada Is Third Among World's 
Seller Of Goods-Fourth In Buying 


(By The Canadian Press) 

Canada is third among the world’s 
sellers of goods, following the Unit¬ 
ed States and the United Kingdom, 
and the fourth among the buyers, 
following those two countries and 
France. 

This compares with her position of 
fifth among exporters and eighth 
among importers in 1938. 

Figures of this sort are an old 
story to Canadians—up there i 
the top for a long time—so old that 
they may be inclined to forget what 
they mean. 

Some day Canadians have a sense 
of inferiority, which others deny 
vigorously, but if they have, it is be¬ 
cause they are playing in such a big 
league. They can’t be first in over¬ 
figures in competition with the 
large populations of the United 
States and the United Kingdom. 
They can be first per capita in many 
things, but the very words per capita 
have a sound of the hazy realms of 
economics. 

However, it isn’t hazy economics 
that some 12,000,000 Canadians are 
setting up marks undreamed of by 
similar number of people. True, 
in case they should think too much 
of themselves, they are 12,000,000 
people with the good fortune of hav- 
i half-continent and its resources 
at their disposal. 


Export Surpluses 

‘Large export surpluses of a 
growing number of staple commodi¬ 
ties—fish, furs, wheat, lumber, news¬ 
print, gold and base metals — have 
been traded for capital goods neces¬ 
sary to develop the economy. 

However: The growth of Canadian 
exports reflects the development from 
an economy based largely on wheat 
to one with a much greater variety 
and a high degree of industrializa¬ 
tion. 

In 1913 farm products, fish and 
furs made up nearly two-thirds of 
the value of Canada’s exports, rough¬ 
ly $280,000,000 of a total of $440,- 
000,000. 

By 1947, though this group had 
increased in value to nearly $1,000,- 
000,000, it constituted only a little 
over a third of all exports. Wood 
products and minerals, on the other 
hand, as a result of the development 
between two wars, made up almost 
half*>f the large 1947 total compar¬ 
ed with less than a third of the small 
figure of 1913. 

Manufactured goods also have 

sn to a position of importance 
among Canada’s exports. In 1947 
nearly one-fifth of the total consist¬ 
ed of goods in this group as com¬ 
pared with one-eighth in the inter¬ 
war period and only about one- 
fourteenth in 1913.

STREPTOMYCIN AND 
TUBERCULOSIS 

The use of streptomycin has raised 
high hopes in the treatment of tuber¬ 
culosis, the Canadian Medical Asso¬ 
ciation Journal comments editorially 
in a recent issue. 

"As in the case with all new reme¬ 
dies, noweui, time is required for 
the appraisal of its value,” the edi¬ 
torial says, "and there are certain 
aspects this case both of the 
remedy and the disease, which make 
the appraisal peculiarly difficult." 

Referring to a recent survey on the 
subject by the Council of Pharmacy 
and Chemistry of the American Med¬ 
ical Association, which was reported 
in that association’s Journal, the 
Canadian Journal states that the 
conclusions to be drawn from the 
work so far are tentative, but allow 
some definition of the effects of 
streptomycin. 

"It had a favorable effect on most 
progressive or stationary exudative 
pulmonary lesions, the effect being 
most evident in the first 60 to 90 
days,” the editorial states. "But 
rarely did it produce a ‘cure’ and of¬ 
ten relapse occurred on withdrawal, 
some times even whilst treatment 
was going on. 

"The main value of streptomycin I 
in pulmonary tuberculosis appears to] 
be as an adjunct to other measures, i 
especially in certain acute phases in 
preparing for surgical measures. It 
should not be used in minimal cases.” 

Concerning the value of streptomy¬ 
cin in treatment of the disease in 
other parts of the body, the Journal 
says that in tuberculous sinuses "the j 
effects have been strikingly favor- j 
able,” and that perhaps "the type of 
disease which responds most satis-1 
factorily is the ulcerative form of j 
trachebronchial and laryngeal tuber¬ 
culosis.” 

Miliary tuberculosis (acute gener- j 
alized tuberculosis) was said to be 
amenable to streptomycin treatment | 
and “it is felt that its mortality will ; 
be definitely lowered.” 

"The disadvantages of streptomycin 
are accentuated in tuberculosis be¬ 
cause of the length of the time it 
has to be used,” the Journal editorial 
comments, adding that there is some 


reference to complaints that "free 
lance” U.S. machinery agents are 
importing and advertising U.S. made 
farm machinery at prices high above 
the Canadian manufacturers’ list 
prices.
